North ol SenDeterre 



Conditions Similar to Gold- 
bearing Areas of Quebec 
Suggest Mineral Deposits 



A preliminary report (P.R. Xo. 
151) has just l>een issued by the 
Di\-ision of Geological Sur\'eys, 
Quebec Bureau of Mines. It deals 
w:ih an area of about 270 square 
mile.'L, investigated by H. W Fair- 
ba:ra during tiie summer ol IMO 
The area, traversed by Weictna- 
gami river, lies just north of the 
boundary between* .\bitibi county 
and ."^bitihi territory. It is about 70 
miles r^rthea.". o! Senneterre, 

Tne report is accompai^ed by a 
preliminary map on the scale of 
one itich to rwo miles, showing the 
distribution of the various geologi- 
cal formations ia this area. Passing 
through the area. ;n a.-, east-west 
direction, is a belt of Keewatm vol- 
canic rocks. This belt_ is bordered 
on tile north a.nd south by younger 
intrusive rocks of a granite nature 
(granite, granodiorite, quartz-dior- 
ite, etc.), and. cutting across all the 
various rock tj-pes merttioned. there 
are still younger intrurives in the 
form of diabase dykes that may be 
of Keweenawan age. 

The geological conditions are 
somewhat similar to those pertain- 
ing in some of the gold-bearing 
areas of western Quebec and. al- 
though no gold has yet been found 
in the area examined and although 
the area is difficult of access and 
rock exposures are not abimdsnt. 
there is a possibility that some- 
time mineral deposits may be 
found there

COLLEGE MEN URGE 
WAR BASIS FOR U.S. 



Princeton Men Call for State 
of Emergency and 
Mobilization 



Tltlrty-foiur Princeton scholars 
issued a defense speedup statement 

and sent it to President Roosevelt. 
This contained a plea for declara- 
tion in' the United States of a 
"state of emergency" which would 
mean full industrial, military and 
naval mobilization. 

This statement \s-a.s signed by 
members of the Princeton Univer- 
sity faculty, the Institute for Ad- 
vanced Study and the Rockefeller 
Institute for Research. The .signers 
.stated that there is great cau.":c for 
alarm in the overconfidence which 
the people of America have recent- 
ly been showing, not only as re- 
gards the progress of the rearma- 
ment 'of the United States, but also 
as concerns the cour.se of military 
operations overseas. 

The tempo of rearmament in the 
United States is too Inadequate for 
the emergency they said and must 
be quickened, for the extent and 
speed of the American assistance in 
the coniiing three months may be 
the decisive factor In determining 
the final outcome of the war. Only 
maximum effort should be toler- 
ated. 

They went on to say that unless 
a state of emergency Is declared 
and législation enacted, there will 
not be Mie nwessary apeed and 
volume of production. 

To bring about this wartlmi! 
powers will be Involve^, and far- 
reaching collaboratlnn between 
government, Industry and labour 
will be necevary. If Germany wins 
Ihwa will bfl compulsory contrôla 
for some time they concluded, hut 
if Germany is defeated these meas- 
ures may not be continued, 

Those who signed the stalemenl 
added that It Is In InloresI of Ihe 
United Slates that Germany shall 
not win and that II la nnly hy 
maximum American efforl that we 
can prevent a German victory.

Fur- 
thermore, war must be a constant 
thing with the continual presence 
of something to be hated and wish- 
ed destroyed, II Hitler were to 
conquer the whole of the world he: 
would have to still go on and, in 
ging on, try to war on Mars sine*' ' 
that would be the last place left. 

Mr. O'Hearn told stories of young 
German airmen capttu«<l in Eng- 
land, showmg that the generation 
which is bombing London knows 
nothing but Hitlerism and the Hit- 
ler state. When the British set- 
tiers first came to this country, 
they talked very little about dè- 
mocracy and abstract ideas, but 
they knew what they wanted and 
worked hard to get it. 

He said tii.it in this crisis we too 
must work for what wc want, and

Riil tlieie i-; iiolhiiip slrlk- 
ingly original about his writing. You mMo the 
sweeping influence of nineteenth oontviiy Uuf- 
sian naUonalists, from Glinka to ninwky-Kov- 
.«akoff, a tendency toward wisltul tnelodief, 
perfpr't instnimentfltion and proportioning that 
if far from impeccable. With Eugene Onuandy 
at the head ot the Philadelphia Orche.Mia, 
Rachmaninoff has recorded a superb perform- 
ance of his Third I'iano Concerto In 0 Minor. 
Rachmaninoff is at i>eak form in this record- 
ing but— well, we just can't gel e.xclled about 
the music. "ITte themes are bright enough to 
turn out far more inlei-e.^tingly than thrv do 
in the developmeni i^^iMimis. .\flri' a few 
modifications they appear jadis! and .spoilt.

Ormaiidy'."! or- 
chestra is more respectful on these disks than 
it appeai'<ed on Friday last, whct» the fine bari- 
tone singing of Paul Robeson was completely 
submerged by it.«i arrogant swagger. 

Victor helps celebrate the 75t.h bivlliday of 
Jean Sibelius with the ivloase of an orchestral 
Romance in C Major. The 1V13.C. Orchestra 
conducted by Sir Adrian lloull docs the hon- 
ours. In roughly the same bracket we would 
prefer "En Saga" or "Lemminkavneti's Home- 
ward Joui-ncy," for a Xmas gift, 

Popniar Mnsie. 

The ability of swing music to develop, in 
spite ot opposition from long-haired musicians 
and of Cvwuption in its own ranks, is living 
proof that here is music with more than sup- 
erficial attraction. The first group of objec- 
tors is not, as some may believe, very large, 
nor is it in a position to do anytlting but hiss 
and deride. Such a shallow attitude as Is 
taken by small time "ickios" against .swing 
music is just as .stupid as that taken by sec- 
ond-rate jaizists against the classics. 1 have 
used the term "second-rate." because the great- 
est names in eiUicr branch .are conversant 
with the works of Gershwin as well as those 
of the old masters. 

But, as I mentioned before, tliere is still 
another group, one working from within, 
which is doing more harm thsn the classicist 
could ever hope to do. The inherent desire 
of evcrj- man. and of every band loader in 
particular, to make money, and to make it 
quickly, ha.s led many good orchestras to leave 
the narrow path of righteous jaïï and to wan- 
der off into the. slough of schmaltz. 

This has occurred to such a degree that to- 
day there are but two men who are forward- 
ing the cause of swing mufic — experimenting 
with new and old material in an effort to cre- 
ate living and enduring music. ' And it is 
Benny's Sextet and Ellington's great mastery 
OÎ orchestration that will bring swing music 
to the next generation. 

Tommy Dorsey's vcrk lalel.v — take a look 
a* his complete Victor line-up lor December — 
is of the -Pop" type. On "When You Awake" 
and "Two Dreams Met," he sends a trombone 
solo, some organ sax ensemble, a vocal and a 
bunch of four-bar bridges. 

In the same group are 4 slides by Leo 
ReisniEn. all pleyec strictly in a "society band" 
way. not a kick in a carload of "Stuff as 
Dreams Are Made 01," "I Want to Live," etc. 

A pleasant contrast Is more work by Artie 
Shaw and his Gramercj* Five. These sides are 
better than those reviewed last month. The 
harpsichord has been toned down— the beat 
has been relaxed— and the whole thing has 
taken on a sextet flavour which is very re- 
freshing. 

"Cross Your Heart" is in parts a ringer for 
Goodman's "Memories of You." The clarinet 
is beautifully played with good tone and Billy 
Butterlield gets away on a good riff right at 
the start. Shaw slips into a clever Boogie 
groove about hall way through and really 
makes it worth listening to. Reverse "Summit 
Ridge Drive" is in a blues tempo and features 
more of Artie's great work. Butterlield is in 
there sending again, and Shaw takes over with 
a few jamming licks. The close is a dead copy 
of the Sextet's "Till Tom Special." 

Larry "Dipsy Doodle ' Clinton got himself 
a good vocalist when he obtained Peggy Mann 
from Johnny Messncr. She does "I Hear Mu- 
sic" in a clear and well modulated voice that's 
a relief after Connie Haines. Smart b\\» and 
tenor breaks after the vocal. "Dancing On a 
Dime" is a clever orchestration of a new tune. 
Watch for the tenor and darlnet section work 
and the trombones playing ensemble.

As Others See It...

From the advent of Hitler to power in 1033 
British labor has seen in him and his regime 
the worst enemy the working class has known 
in modem times. For wherever he has put 
his heel, there the historic institutions built 
by the working class for their defence, the 
trade union.s, the co-operative mnvements, and 
the socialist parly, have been doslrnyed. Brit- 
ish labor, therefore, opposed Chamberlain's 
policy of appeasement at Munich. 11 look the 
view that the inevitable result of appeasement 
was war. When Chamberlain finally took his 
stand against the invasion of Poland, the labor 
representatives were unanimous in their ap- 
proval of his move. 

British laljor refused to lake p,Trt in the 
Chamberlain government in September, 1031), 
because they did not have confidence in the 
policy of the then prime minister. It entered 
the Churchill govcnimcnl in May, 1040, "as a 
full jiarliicr' because it believed tlial Cliiirch- 
ill syinbuli/.es the dctcnninalion of the Brilish 
people and, above all, ils workers, to go on 
fighting unUI the Ihrcat ot dictators lo de- 
mocracy is wiped out, 

British labor does not bèliovc Ihal this iii 
merely an Imperialistic or capitalistic war, but 
they do believe that the capilallstic isyslem is 
mainly responsible for its outbreak. It is con- 
vinced tlial the way lo the socialism it preach- 
es lies through democracy and that so lonu 
as the dictators stand in the path, soclnllsin ii 
uiiallaiiiablc. 

Prime Miiiislcr CMiuruliiil's iru(ii.-i;,liiii iins 
been sujiorlj, but it is not loo niiicli lu :iay llu:l 
his uchicvemunl would not have been pussibU' 
had not millions of workers had a new con- 
fidence in government because of their trust 
in their leaders. The Increase in output, the 
heroism with which tliey have stood up lo 
bombardment from the air, the achievements 
of the air raid iirotection service (00 per cent, 
staffed by the common people) bcor teatimony 
tp the fullness of the workers' faith In tlie 
British cause.

Mr, Barllclt récognizcs lhal the 
une of prnpHgnnda Is one of most 
forceful BB well ns Ihe moFil insidi- 
ous wenpiMLs pre.sniill.v nl hand. 
I'ropiignmin is nol n new IIiiiik. iiii 
(Ultgruwth, as are so many other fiio 
lors current today of the post-war 
years. II Is as 6ld as is the need for 
ndverllslng. For, "publicity" Is, 
after all the root definition of prn- 
pngnnria. The connulalion which 
lins connecled it almost exclii.sivply 
with politics, and more recently 
Willi so-called "Fifth Column" iic- 
livilies Is Mr, Bartlclt's subject In 
this treatise. 

Analyzing first Ihe aim.s of poli- 
tical propaganda, Mr. Barllott con- 
tends that propaganda n.s we knnv; 
il, has sprung from the inlorrclnted 
social movements, increasingly effi- 
cient meana of contact, and popu- 
larization of education. Greater in- 
tcrcommunlcaiion and ma.ss- Inst ruc- 
tion have made pnllllcq an affair ol 
the people. Mans prnpagnndii, a.s 
for instance the sort upon which tlie 
life of the totalitarian state largely 
depend.s, strives toward atUiining 
a uniformity o( thought, such uni- 
formity as can only result in con- 
certed, virtually unanimous action. 

Passing on to some general prin- 
ciples for the effective appUcalmn 
of political propaganda, the author 
argues that the worth of prt^paganda 
is based psychologically on the 
power of suggestion. Citing Nazi 
Germany again as an example of 
applied mass suggestion, it can be 
said that German propagandists 
based their material in rousing an 
Intense and many-sided national 



pride; pride In superiority, the pride 
lesiiiiing from resentment and the 
pride in recaptured and growing 
prestige. This simple principle has 
.sired one of (he most formidable 
and lerrible threats to the sanity 
of Ihe world. 

,Spenking of the growing and sin- 
cere propaganda for democracy, » 
move which is sorely needed to 
meet well-orfinnized totalilarinn 
movc-rnenls, Mr. narlietl .says that 
rr.elhods are taking shape rapidly 
and on these measures msy depend, 
in war or in peace, the primary bul- 
wark of defense. 

"Problems of the Baltic", by W. F. 
Rcddawny, the .second in the Cur- 
rent Problems xerie.s, is perhaps the 
most solidly exhaustive nf the first 
three titles thus far issued. Dr.nling 
with a subject somev/hat less ab- 
stract than the other two, It delves 
Into the questions which constanll.y 
arise from Iho Baltic and the re- 
lations ot Ihe countries which bor- 
der (in il.

These states depended, pe- 
culiarly enough, on the antipathy 
ot Germany and Russia for their 
uninterrupted existence as indepen- 
dent states. W. F. Reddaway has 
discussed with remarkable minute- 
ness and unquestionable logic, the 
radical, almost legerdemain changes 
wrought by the Bolshevist-Nazi 
rapprochement. 

The author's conclusion on the 
worth of the pre-Septcmbcr 1933 
Polish State are arguable though 
interesting. Since The Polish capi- 
tulation, many details have come 
to light which tend to show that 
Poland was backward socially to the 
point ot medievalism.

"Tîie Democratic Ideal in France 
and England," by Da\>id Thomson 
another in the Current Problems 
Series. iie.il.« with a ."^iib.iei-i which 
is undoubtedly the neavept to the 
hearts and mind.>; of every thinkinp 
person in the world, and particularly 
to everyone who has known the dé- 
mocratie waj' of life. 

David Thomson, author of this 
review of the modern history of de- 
mocracy, has set forth. lucidl.v and 
forcefully, every prsctical form of 
democratic activity from the more 
or Ies.<;. abstract Democratic Ideal, 
which so often becomes ooscurcd 
when it should remain the pnmarj- 
motivating factor of every eftort to 
sustain democracy, to the practical 
downrightness of Economic Demo- 
cracy. 

"England and France were the 
lirfl two countries in Europe to 
lîcncratc a spirit of nationalism and 
to become Nation-States." This 
statement is taken from the first 
ch&pter of "The Den.ocratic Ideal". 
After Nationalism has been out- 
grown, as it surely must if a coun- 
try is to prop-eiK, the logical suc- 
ceeding step i.s toward democracy, 
with the widened popular opportun- 
ities which it represents. In coun- 
tries which have retained or re- 
established a nationalism of sorts, 
only a rrtrogressive ideal can be 
expected. 

Mr. Thomsnn clearly shows that 
the democratic way is not only the 
Tight way, it is the advisable way. 
from a purely materialist point of 
view. Greater production, greater 
activit>- and greater nationalism re- 
sulting from inter-nationalism are 
attainable through democracy. 

Keferring to the final quotaUon 
from de Tocqueville as the ultimate 
truth.Mr. Thomson has quoted by 
way of summary the following: 
"There are nations which have 
tirelessly pursued freedom through 
every kind of peril and hardship. 
They loved it. not for its material 
benefits; Uney reparded freedom it- 
self as a gift so precious and so 
ncessarj- that no other could con- 
sole them for the loss of that which 
consoles them for the loss of everj-- 
thing else. ... I artempt no analysis 
of that great .emotion for those who 
cannot feel it. I; enters of ;t.'. own 
accord into the generous hearts God 
has prepared to receive it; it fills 
them, it inspires them; but to the 
meaner minds which have never 
felt it, it is past finding out."

OLn'ES WISWELL by Kenneth 
Eoberu; Doubleday, Doran & 
Co. Inc., New York, 1940; pp. 
836; S3.25. 

" . . . . "War is brought about by 
mediocrities who ahvayj insist 
they're right, and seidom art " says 
Oliver Wiswell, the main character 
of Kenneth Hoberts' latest novel. In 
writing this novel the author has 
chosen as his locale in time the 
American Revolutionary War. and 
iias made his main characters the 
people who were loyal to the Brit- 
ish crown. With his usual faculty 
lor accuracy and detail Mr. Roberts 
paints a picture of the type of 
people who fought on both sides of 
that conflict and of the circum- 
stances which attended tiie birth of 
the United States of America. 

Oliver Wiswell is a young man, a 
Yale undergraduate, who finds him- 
.celf enmeshed in the struggle be- 
cause of his. and his father's, Loy- 
alist tendencies. With the clear and 
logical mind of the intellectual hf 
analyzci (-au-sft of the war and 
criticizes both sides for the manner 
in which they conduct it. He is 
an idealist, a man of high princi- 
ples and an American patriot; he 
does not wish to see the American 
colonies go\'ernt-d by men who arc 
incapable of toL\.f_ i,o arid he. re- 
Bents being perietuied lor refusing 
;to think along revolutionary lines. 
Oliver Wiswell elected to fight with 
the British armies because he con- 
sidered British rule the best thing 
for the colonies. Tliis, however, did 
not prevent hiin fiurn accinK all the 
glaring faults and crimes of the 
British commanders in America. 
7be whole book is an impassioned 
indictment of both sides in a con- 
flict which, the central character 
^claims, could have been averted or 
«cttled very expeditiously and with 
a minimum of waste of human 
Sves. 

Kenneth Roberts has unearthed 
aU the data pertaining to the pcr- 
>onalitie.^ concerned in the Revolu- 
tionary War ai,d ha.^ set it forth 
.^pasiionaiely. Jle admits grcat- 
on both sides; but he finds 
frailty and criminal negli- 
gence than we have been accus- 
tomed to. The rebels or revolu- 
4ion«fi^ aie 4<|f>i«ted as a wiiiy- 



nlllj" ma<? of ignorant, ill-equipped. 
lU-officei-ed. intolerant, cowardly 
but stubborn loi. The Brilifh 
armies are shown as the besl-driU- 
ed, best-equtpped, most perfectly 
organized fighting torc« of the 
period, commanded by selfish, 
pompous, ovcr-cautiou.ï. yhorl-.-slRht- 
ed and incompetent gênerai.». Time 
and again the author lake.» pain-; to 
.«how the wasteful incompetence of 
the British generals. Howe, Clinton, 
Burboyne, Comwallis are all shown 
as .Mubbom men unwillinR to con- 
cede a point to their subordinate, 
e\-en though these latter might be 
right. The rebel officers and Ron- 
erals. fiom Waishlngton down, are 
de-picted men of courage and 
vision but no military ability. The 
whole story resolves itself Into a 
contest between the generals ot the 
twt) forces to see who would make 
more blunders. 

The boi-ik i.s a scathinR denuncia- 
tion of the current British policy of 
time, that of regarding "colonials" 
as beings of an inferior mentalitj-. 
The British custom ot "muddling 
through" is shown in all lis \igl>' 
possibilities. English bureaucracy, 
international intrigue, gross ineffi- 
ciency in high places, petty thiev- 
ery in the army and other forms ot 
human degradation are vividly de- 
picted on e\"ery page. It is a sor- 
did talc of a sordid cam^iaign. The 
sum total ot the story is that the 
Americans did not win the war, but 
that the British lost it through sheer 
stupidity. 

Mr. Roberts' characterizations 
leave little to be desired. OU\-er 
Wiswell, Thomas Buell, Captain 
Cunningham, Sall>* Lelghton, to 
mention but a few of the hundreds 
that the author has included are 
masterpieces of psychological study. 
Particularly notable are the char- 
acters of Thomas Buell, the printer 
and jack-ot-all-tradcs whom Oliver 
saves from certain death, and Cap- 
tain 'Cunningham, the scoundrelly 
and a\aric;ou.« prova^t marshall of 
the British .irmies. The book is at 
all timet fafl-movmp and grippiiiR, 
so that one is loath to put it down 
until the last page has been reach- 
ed and the last word read,

Somewhere in England, — The 
generosity ot a Cheshire man has 
made it possible tor the Canadian 
Legion War Services to supply a 
field regiment of Ihe R.CA. over- 
seas with .'ovcial brand new radio 
self. So now from Ihe camp com- 
pound during Ihe nightly black- 
outs, in contrast to the wail ot the 
banshee, can be heard the gay music 
and singing ot the B.B.C's best 
entertainers, 

The gift arrived at Ihe I.oKion'.s 
London headiiuarlers ns i 
(•hi'f)iii-, v\ illi in.slriirlioiis to be 
used ill Ihe ino.il appropriate way 
Captain Mert Pliinkett, formerly ot 
Toronto and now director ot I.,t-gion 
enlerlainment services overseas, 
was at that moment unable tn meet 
Ihe demands tor radio receiving 
sets and on his recommendalinn Ihe 
Canadian Artillery men became Ihe 
beneficiaries. 

In his letter of appreciation to 
the Legion and the donor, the com- 
manding officer of (he regiment 
said: "This regiment lost Its wlrc- 
le.s,s tels wlieii it had lo make ii 
liurribd évacuation from France. Bui 
1 can assure you that these sets 
will not meet the same fulc, us llic 
next time wc land in France, wc 
land to slay." 



Ottawa. —Appointment nf a roRi- 
mental education officer in each 
battalion or equivalent unit ot the 
Canadian Army (o collaborate in 
administration ot Ihe Canadian 
Légion War ,Srrviep,s' education 
program for soldiers is aiilhorl/cd 
in an order jii.st issued by the l)e- 
parlmeiil ot Nalional Defence lo all 
oITiccrs commanding military dis- 
tricts throughout the Dominion. 

The order sols forth Ihc duties ot 
each education officer appointed 
and also makes provision tor the 
soldier-slutlciils In study one hour 
per day during regular training 
periods. Students taking evening 
courses are to have their guard 
diitlcs, night duties and fatigues ar- 
ranged so as not lo interfere with 
their attendance at classes. 

Official endorsatlon of the 
Legion's education scheme in Can- 
ada w,ns given coincidental with a 
cabled request recently received by 
Major-General H. D. G, Crcrar, 
chief ot the general staff, Ottawa, 
from Lieut.-Gencral A. G. L. Mc- 
Naughton, commander of the Can- 
adian Corp.s overseas, for exten- 
sion of the education program 
among the Dominion's forces In the 
United Kingdom, 

The arrangements that are now 
in effect in Canada arc the same as 
those adopted for England by Gen- 
eral McNaughton. The Corps Com- 
mander has also authorized the ap- 
pointment ot educational officers In 
each battalion or equivalent 'forma- 
tion in the 1st and 2nd Divisions. 
These appointments make it pos- 
sible for an officer in each unit to 
devote his time to organizing and 
promoting study among the men 
under the supervision of Legion 
educational advisors. The greatest 
appeal to the military authorities is 
the fact that the education plan, 
aside from iproving military effi- 
ciency, is of tremendous import- 
ance in helping to maintain the 
morale and fighting spirit of the 
troops,' 

The regimental education offi- 
cers appointed will be responsible 
to the officers commanding tne unit 
in which they serve, but they will 
co-operate directly with the Cana- 
dian Legion War Services which 
has mapped out courses ot instruc- 
tion in a wide variety of subjects 
and also provides the instructors. 
The overseas education establish- 
ment ot the Legion recently was 
strengthened by the despatch to 
England of Dr, A. E. Cha'twiii, M.C., 
ot Saskatoon, Sask., who is on loan 
from the Saskatchewan Department 
ot Education. Four civilian educa- 
tion advisors have been appointed 
to assist Dr. Chatwin, who has taken 
the post ° Ot ' Overseas Director of 
Education.

"In Economics A you learn the 
theories, and in the advanced 
courses you learn how they do not 
apply." This old verdict sums up 
the tragedy ot academic economics: 
the struggle for a .scientific -ip- 
proach lo an essentially unscientific 
object, the attempt to project real- 
ity into a vacuum by relegating the 
"other factors" to "remaining 
equal." Carving "other factors" out 
of the rump of reality, the econo- 
mist wilfully shapes a fragment in- 
to an imaginary whole, his theory. 
By its very origin, economic theory

. The common criticism that the 
Harvard Economics Department is 
too theoretical is, in itself, mean- 
ingless. College economics canr.ot 
start off on seasonal unemployment 
in Southern California. Its task is 
to breed rational economic thought, 
and for that it must be rooted in 
1 theory. A study of the economic 
doctrines of the past is essential to 
an understanding of the economic 
problems of the present. 

This must sound ludicrous to any 
one who has had a taste of eco- 
nomic theory at Harvard. Nobody 
has yet gained a clearer judgment 
of New Deal Economics from the 
graphs and curves and trends of 
Ec A or 1. The reason is that eco- 
nomic theory, when isolated from 
the forces that condition it, remains 
little more than abstract ^quibbling 
for its own sake. The Harvard De- 
partment's "vacuum" approach to 
theory is, at best, a mental dis- 
cipline, and as such much inferior 
to mathematics. 

Economic theory is significant 
only as an expression— or _ better, 
rationalization— ot social change. 
To give it reality, it must be pro- 
jected back On to the plane out of
